POLICE INVESTIGATE OFFICER INVOLVED SHOOTING IN THE HILLCREST AREA 


On Friday, January 1, 2016, at 10:26 p.m., San Diego Police Officers were called to the 500 block of 
Lewis Street in the Hillcrest area of San Diego to investigate a call of a Domestic Violence incident 
in progress. Additional information on the case was that a white male suspect wearing a black shirt 
and jeans held a knife up to his boyfriend’s neck. The suspect fled the residence on 500 Lewis St. 
and was believed to still be in the area. 

As the officers arrived in the area, the San Diego Police Helicopter Unit advised they saw a possible 
suspect making his way up the hill of 4200 6 th Avenue. As the Helicopter Unit put out information 
on the suspect, Police Patrol Units started for that location. The first Patrol Officer arrived at 4200 
6 th Avenue at 10:36 p.m. and saw the male described by the Helicopter Unit. Believing this person 
was the suspect from the Domestic Violence Incident on Lewis, the Patrol Officer gave commands 
for the male to stop. The suspect turned towards the officer and pointed a large kitchen knife at the 
officer in an aggressive stance. Commands were given to stop and drop the weapon, but the knife 
wielding suspect refused to comply. The suspect aggressively advanced towards the officer with the 
knife. Fearing for his safety and the safety of the public, the San Diego Police Officer fired his 
handgun at the suspect, striking him one time in the chest. 

The suspect was transported to Mercy Hospital where he succumbed to his wounds and was 
pronounced deceased early on Saturday morning on January 2, 2016. A large kitchen knife was 
found at the scene next to the suspect. 

A preliminary investigation revealed the suspect was wanted for a parole violation and he had a 
violent criminal history. His identity is known, but will not be released pending family notifications. 

The shooting officer was not injured and video of the incident was captured on his body worn 
camera. The officer involved in this incident has been with the San Diego Police Department for 13 
years.

Synopsis: 

On January 1, 2016, at approximately 1050 hours, Homicide Team 5 was called out to the area of 4200 6 th 
Avenue for an Officer Involved Shooting. Team 5 learned that at 10:26 pan., San Diego Police Officers 
were called to the 500 block of Lewis Street in the Hillcrest area of San Diego to investigate a call of a 
Domestic Violence incident in progress. The reporting party, told 

dispatchers the suspect, Joshua SISSON threatened him with a knife and held it up to his throat. 
Additional information on the case was that the white male suspect was wearing a black shirt and jeans. 
SISSON fled the residence on 500 Lewis St. and was believed to still be in the area. 

As the officers arrived in the area, the San Diego Police Helicopter Unit advised they saw a possible 
suspect making his way up the hill of 4200 6 th Avenue. As the Helicopter Unit put out information on the 
suspect, Police Patrol Units started for that location. The first Patrol Officer, Rick BUTERA, arrived at 
4200 6 th Avenue at 10:36 p.m. and saw the male described by the Helicopter Unit. Believing this person 
was the suspect from the Domestic Violence Incident on Lewis, Officer BUTERA gave commands for the 
male to stop. The suspect turned towards Officer BUTERA and pointed a large kitchen knife at him in an 
aggressive stance.

A preliminary investigation revealed the suspect was wanted for a parole violation and he had a violent 
criminal history that included an attempt murder conviction in 2009. 

Officer BUTERA was not injured and video of the incident was captured on his body worn camera as well 
as on ABLE video. 

Detective Jana BEARD conducted the scene investigation while Detectives Chris LEAHY, Kate ALLISON 
and Dan BUROW searched the area for witnesses and additional evidence. Their findings are included in 
their submitted reports in this investigation.

In an interview with Officer BUTERA, he articulated how he directed SISSON to stop because he believed 
he was the suspect who threatened another male with a knife. SISSON then turned towards Officer 
BUTERA and held a large kitchen knife in a threatening manner. Officer BUTERA backed up and SISSON 
approached him while holding the knife in an aggressive stance. Believing he was going to be seriously 
injured or killed, Officer BUTERA fired one shot in defense of his life. For complete details of Officer 
BUTERA’s statement, see the complete statement in the internew section of this investigation. 

On January 4, 2016, the ABLE unit provided the helicopter footage of the shooting incident. The video was 
consistent with Officer BUTERA’s account of the incident and SISSON was clearly making attacking 
motions with the knife at Officer BUTERA when Officer BUTERA fired one shot at SISSON. 

SISSON’s mother was notified of her son’s death on January 2, 2016 over the telephone. His mother lives

Dear Chief Zimmerman: 

We have reviewed the reports and other materials compiled by your agency’s Homicide Unit 
concerning the circumstances leading to the fatal shooting of Mr. Joshua Sisson by San Diego 
Police Officer Richard Butera, on January 1, 2016. A District Attorney Investigator responded 
to the scene and was briefed by your officers. This case was presented to the District Attorney’s 
Office for review on May 17, 2016. .. . 

Persons Involved 

Mr. Joshua Sisson was 30 years old at the time of this incident and resided in the City of San 
Diego. Officer Richard Butera had been a police officer with the San Diego Police Department 
for over thirteen years. Butera was in full uniform and driving a marked patrol unit. 

Summary 

On January 1,2016, Joshua Sisson held a knife to the neck of an individual who will be 
identified as V (victim) in this letter. Officer Butera located Sisson and ordered him to stop. 
Sisson failed to comply with Butera’s directions. Sisson was armed with a butcher knife and 
aggressively approached Butera, while the officer retreated away from Sisson. Butera fired one 
round from his pistol and struck Sisson in the chest. Sisson was transported to Scripps Mercy 
Hospital where he ultimately died. The entire incident was captured by an ABLE helicopter 
camera. Although Butera activated his body worn camera in a timely manner, only a minimal 
portion of the incident is seen on the recording because the officer was extending his arms in 
front of him, which blocked the camera’s view of most of the encounter. A citizen heard and 
observed the incident occur. 

Background 

V had a relationship with Mr. Sisson. On January 1, 2016, V suspected Sisson had smoked 
methamphetamine. While in the bedroom, V heard a loud noise and went to investigate. Sisson 
had pulled the freezer door completely off the refrigerator. Sisson confronted V and held a knife 
to V’s throat. V convinced Sisson to drop the knife. V described Sisson “choking” V with one 
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Chief Shelley Zimmerman 
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hand. Sisson said if V called police, he would kill V and himself. Sisson then fell to his knees 
and repeatedly screamed, “kill me.” V told Sisson the police were probably en route to 
investigate the disturbance. Sisson left the residence. V locked the door and called police, 
identified Sisson by name and provided a clothing description. Sisson returned and knocked on 
the door, asking to be allowed in. V would not open the door. Sisson pulled the fire alarm and 
then entered the canyon area, just north of V’s residence. The ABLE helicopter flew over the 
area and spotted Sisson in the canyon. Officer Butera was in the vicinity on an unrelated matter 
and noticed ABLE flying overhead. Butera volunteered to assist and was directed by ABLE to a 
cul-de-sac. 


Statement of Officer Butera 

Officer Butera heard a radio call of a suspect who held a knife to a person’s neck. The 
dispatcher informed officers the suspect had left the knife in the residence. Realizing he was a 
short distance away, Butera volunteered for the call. ABLE helicopter personnel asked for a unit 
to check a canyon area for a possible suspect they had seen. ABLE directed Butera to a cul-de- 
sac and said the suspect should be right in front of him. 

Officer Butera saw a male walking away from him. Butera turned on his vehicle’s overhead 
flood lights and saw the male was wearing a maroon colored sweatshirt with the hood pulled up 
on his head and blue jeans. He believed the male was the suspect. As Butera got out of the 
patrol vehicle, he called out for the male to stop. The male continued walking away, but then 
turned around to face the officer. Butera saw the male was wearing a mask over his face and was 
armed with a large butcher knife in his right hand. The male took a fighting stance and Butera 
immediately began to walk backwards away from the male. The male said, “What are you going 
to do? Shoot me? ” Butera explained he (Butera) had his handgun drawn and was holding a 
flashlight in his other hand, while trying to turn on his body worn camera, and simultaneously 
backing away. Butera again told the male to stop. Butera realized he could not attempt to 
physically control the man because he was armed with a knife. 

By this time, Officer Butera had retreated all the way back to the rear of his police vehicle. The 
male turned and began to walk away. Butera advanced toward the male and ordered him to drop 
the knife. The male turned toward Butera again, switched the knife to the other hand, and took 
another fighting stance. The male took one or two more steps toward the officer. Butera 
estimated a distance of about eight feet between himself and the male when he fired one round 
from his handgun and struck the male. The male fell to the ground and dropped the knife. 

Butera said he fired his weapon because he feared for his life and because the male may cause 
harm to someone else in the community. Butera said, “There’s no way I’m going to defend 
against that any other way.” 

Statement of Civilian Witness (W) 

W was standing outside his apartment when he heard an audible alarm. Shortly afterward, W 
noticed a marked police vehicle approaching with its lights out. W lost sight of the police 
vehicle for about 30 seconds. W heard yelling and was able to see the area of the cul-de-sac 
through some trees. W could see a male and a police vehicle, but could not clearly see the 
officer. The overhead flood lights on the police vehicle’s light bar were illuminating the area in 
front of it. W described the male and the hooded sweatshirt he wore. W heard the officer yell: 
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“stop.” The male had his back turned to the officer and cursed at him while walking away. The 
male took about two steps. W heard the officer yell: “stop,” for a second time. W estimated the 
distance between the male and the officer was about seven feet, or the length of a vehicle. W 
saw the male turn to his left in the direction of the officer. W described the male making one 
fluid motion toward the officer, like he was drawing on the officer. W explained the male’s arm 
was extended and pointed at the officer. The officer then discharged one shot. The male 
grabbed his torso and fell onto his right side. He started screaming. The officer approached the 
man and looked at him. Additional officers arrived. 

Investigation 

The crime scene was secured, photographed, and investigated by San Diego Police Homicide 
Team V. All officers’ reports, Medical Examiner reports, criminal rap sheets, and investigative 
transcripts were reviewed for this report. The audio recordings from the SDPD dispatchers and 
witness interviews were reviewed. The crime scene photographs, body worn camera videos, and 
overhead camera video from the ABLE helicopter’s camera were also reviewed for this 
investigation. 

The investigation determined Mr. Sisson was armed with a single-edged butcher knife with an 
eight-inch blade. The knife was photographed and recovered from the scene. The overall length 
of the knife and handle was 13 inches. 

Video from ABLE showed Mr. Sisson pivot toward Officer Butera as the officer got out of the 
patrol vehicle. Sisson advanced toward Butera as Butera backed away. Sisson momentarily held 
stances with his arm across his lower face in a protective manner, while holding the knife in his 
other hand, as he advanced on the officer. He then lowered his arms, turned to his left and took 
two steps away from Butera. Sisson pivoted on his left foot, again adopting a combative stance. 
Butera had moved forward, but stopped as Sisson turned around to face him. Sisson took a step 
toward Butera, covering his lower face with his left arm, while holding the knife in front of his 
chest with his right hand. Butera fired at Sisson. 

Officer Butera fired one round from his .45 caliber pistol. One .45 caliber casing was recovered 
from the immediate area of the officer’s stated firing position. A black mask, which covered Mr. 
Sisson’s head and face except for his eyes, was also recovered from Sisson. 

An autopsy determined the cause of death was a single gunshot wound to Mr. Sisson’s right 
upper chest. Toxicological studies were positive for methamphetamines and amphetamines. 

In 2008, Sisson lived in a house occupied by a family of 13 people, including 9 children. On 
February 20, 2008 at about 3:30 a.m., Sisson arranged several combustible items in the garage of 
the residence and set them on fire, intending to burn the house and kill some or all of the 
occupants as they slept. After setting the fire, Sisson aimed himself with various knives and put 
on a black ski mask, gloves, and a trench coat. The arson was discovered by the occupants. 

They called 911 and were able to extinguish the fire without loss of life. Sisson called the police 
from a payphone and admitted he set the fire and intended to kill people. Sisson also admitted he 
intended to fight with police so they would kill him. Sisson pled guilty to 13 counts of 
premeditated attempted murder, arson, and possession of a knife. 
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Legal Analysis 

This review was conducted pursuant to the joint protocol between this office and all San Diego 
law enforcement agencies calling upon the District Attorney to conduct an independent 
assessment of the circumstances surrounding the use of deadly force. The purpose of the District 
Attorney's review is to provide an independent analysis and determine if the shooting was legally 
justified. This review does not address compliance with the policies and procedures of any law 
enforcement agency, ways to improve training, or any issues related to civil liability. 

Under California law, peace officers may use deadly force to protect themselves from the threat 
of death or great bodily harm and to use reasonable force in making an arrest. California Penal 
Code section 835a allows an officer to use reasonable force to make an arrest and to overcome 
resistance by a person whom they have reasonable cause to believe has committed a public 
offense. 

In accordance with Penal Code section 196, peace officers may use deadly force in the course of 
their duties under circumstances not available to members of the general public. We are 
mindful, however, that certain limits on the use of deadly force apply to peace officers. The U.S. 
Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals, in the case of Scott v. Henrich (9th Cir. 1994) 39 F.3d 912, 
delineated those circumstances under which deadly force may be used: 

[Pjolice may use only such force as is objectively reasonable under the 
circumstances. An officer’s use of deadly force is reasonable only if ‘the 
officer has probable cause to believe that the suspect poses a significant 
threat of death or serious physical injury to the officer or others.’ All 
determinations of unreasonable force ‘must embody allowance for the fact 
that police officers are often forced to make split-second judgments - in 
circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving - about the 
amount of force that is necessary in a particular situation.’” 

The "reasonableness" of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective of a 
reasonable officer on the scene, rather than with the 20/20 vision of hindsight. Graham v. 

Connor (1989) 490 U.S. 386, citing Terry v. Ohio , 392 U.S., at 20-22. 

In addition to any laws applicable to situations where peace officers use deadly force in 
accomplishing their duties, the law of self-defense is available to any person. A person acts in 
lawful self-defense or defense of another if they reasonably believed that they or someone else 
was in imminent danger of suffering bodily injury, believed that the immediate use of force was 
necessary to defend against that danger, and used no more force than was necessary to defend 
against that danger. 
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Conclusions 

Officer Butera believed Mr. Sisson was the suspect who had held a knife to the throat of an 
individual. Butera was in uniform and driving a marked patrol vehicle. Sisson is seen on video 
taking combative stances and advancing towards the officer while armed with a 13-inch butcher 
knife. Butera retreated away from Sisson. Butera was heard by a witness ordering Sisson to 
“stop.” Sisson ignored Butera’s commands. Sisson was within a short distance of Butera and 
was correctly perceived as a threat to the officer’s life. 

Based on these circumstances, Officer Butera’s decision to shoot Mr. Sisson was reasonable and 
therefore he bears no criminal liability for his actions.

On January 1, 2016, at approximately 2300 hours, I received a call at home from Sergeant Manny DEL 
TORO. Sgt. DEL TORO directed me to respond to the area of 4200 6 lh Avenue to assist in an officer 
involved shooting investigation. 

I arrived at the scene at 2340 hours. I noted the slcy was clear and the temperature was approximately 52 
degrees.

The victim (suspect) has been identified as Joshua SISSON. His date of birth is 10-24-85. 

The engine company that arrived on scene was engine number 5; Jordal BULLER 
#JB0610, Michael MANAR, #MM9610, Captain JJHARRIS #JH8273, and Chris SOVAY 
#055531. 

The paramedic unit on scene was paramedic unit 5; Kyle BARONI #KB9597 and Lauren 
GUTIERREZ #LG64249.

At this moment, Officer Evan RILEY #7265 is with the victim (suspect) at Mercy Hospital. 
As of2332 hours the victim (suspect) is currently in surgery, in the operating room. The 
attending physician is Dr. PECK. 

The victim (suspect) was located in the driveway of 4201 6 th Avenue. He was lying in a 
northwesterly direction when we arrived on scene. He sustained a single gunshot wound 
to the chest.

Officers conducted a witness 
check and a cursory check of cameras and were unable to locate any. 

Officer BUTERA is currently at Western Division. His body worn camera was on during 
the incident. 

At Officer GARREN and DETATA are holding the scene and there are 

no witnesses as of now, just the original reporting party/victim. They are also checking 
for cameras at that location. 

The briefing concluded at approximately 0029 hours. Sergeant DEL TORO then assigned the scene to me 
for investigation. Crime Scene Specialist SOUTHERLAND began taking photographs of the scene.

Criminalist LOZNYCKY, Crime Scene Specialists SOUTHERLAND and LANGE, all members of team 
5 and I, then conducted a brief look of the scene to acclimate ourselves to the area and items of potential 
evidence. 
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SOUTHERLAND continued with her photography while we waited for Officer BUTERA to return to the 
scene for the walk-through. 

Walk-Through: 

At January 2, 2016, at approximately 0136 hours, Officer BUTERA returned to the scene for a walk¬ 
through with Sergeant DEL TORO. The walk-through was digitally recorded by Sgt. DEL TORO; refer to 
recordings and his reports for complete details. The walk through was approximately 1 minute and 38 
seconds. 

During the walk through, Officer BUTERA provided a general area of where he believed he was 
positioned when he fired at the suspect. I marked an “X-O” with chalk to reference the officer’s 
approximate location and an “X-S” to reference the suspect’s approximate location. 

At the conclusion of the walk-through, Officer Nick NGUYEN #6179 (Peer Support), gave me a memory 
card he received from Officer David LEE #6856 at 0120 hours. The memory card contained photographs 
Officer LEE took of Officer Rick BUTERA’s hands before he washed them. Officer BUTERA had 
several fresh scrapes/cuts on his hands and requested to wash the suspect’s blood off of them (the 
photographs were later downloaded to disc by Detective BUROW). 

Scene: 


I then began processing the scene for evidence. 

The scene is situated in the driveway for a multi-unit apartment complex called Canyon Woods. 

The lighting in the area consisted of a street lights and porch lights from the various apartments along 6 th 
Avenue. Additionally the flood lights of Officer BUTERA’s patrol vehicle, #7317, were on and provided 
exceptional lighting to the area of the actual shooting scene. 

During the course of the investigation, as evidence was located, each item was assigned a placard number. 
Overall photographs were taken in an effort to show the relationship of each item of evidence to other 
items of evidence. Prior to the evidence being collected, when appropriate, close-up photographs were 
taken with the numbered placards in place (see attached table for measurements). All measurements were 
taken using a Rolla-tape and a steel tape measure; all measurements are approximate. 

I located five items of potential evidence from the scene. Item marked with placard number one (1) was a 
shell casing. The casing was positioned upright, behind the front driver’s side tire of Officer BUTERA’s 
police unit. Item marked with placard number two (2) was clothing, item marked with placard number 
three (3) was a knife, item marked with placard number four (4) was clothing and item marked with 
placard five (5) was a swab of apparent blood. 
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There were items of medical intervention debris amongst these items. They were photographed and 
discarded.

I observed Officer BUTERA’s patrol unit and noted the following; the driver’s front window was in the 
down/open position, and the flood lights were on as was the driver’s side spot light. Officer BUTERA 
told me after the walk through he believed the spot light was turned on after the shooting to aid in the 
medical intervention efforts. 

I completed the scene processing and secured at 0211 hours. 

I later viewed the ABLE video and body worn camera footage. It should be noted the distance between 
Officer BUTERA and suspect SISSON, appears several feet closer than estimated by Officer BUTERA, 
refer to videos for complete details (still ABLE photo shown below).

BACKGROUND 

On January 01, 2016, at approximately 2300 hours, I was contacted by Crime Scene Specialist 
Ally Southerland and informed of an officer involved shooting scene located at 4200 6 th Avenue 
that required my assistance. I arrived at the scene at approximately 0005 hours. Ally Southerland 
requested assistance in documenting and interpreting the crime scene evidence. 

The following information is a synopsis of the briefing I obtained from Acting Sergeant 
Vanthoeun Pen at approximately 0009 hours: 

• At approximately 2226 hou^communications received a telephone call from an 
individual by the name of^^^^^^^Hand dispatched the call to officers as a 
domestic violence in progress at the address 

• At approximately 2236 hours the first officer arrived at the scene and was identified as 
Officer Rick Butera 

• The reporting party was identified who was the victim of a domestic 

violence 

• The suspect of the domestic violence was identified as Joshua Sisson 

• The victim and suspect had a dating relationship, and the suspect stayed at the residence 
the previous night 

® That evening the suspect started to vandalize the apartment 

• The suspect proceeded to grab the victim’s neck and choke him 

• The suspect then let the victim go, pulled out a pocket knife, and pointed it at the victim’s 
neck area 

• The victim was then able to convince the suspect to leave the apartment, which he did, 
and then victim closed and locked the door behind the suspect 

® The suspect returned to the residence and created a disturbance, while trying to get into 
the apartment 

® The victim did not allow the suspect into the apartment, and he notified the suspect that 
police were on their way 

• The suspect left the scene and pulled a fire alarm on the way out 
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• ABLE was on scene recording the incident and observed a male leaving the apartment 
and directed officers to the suspect’s location 

• Officer Butera fired one shot at the suspect, and the suspect sustained one shot to his 
chest 

• The suspect was lying in a northwesterly direction and was conscious and breathing

• Fire and paramedics responded and transported the suspect to Mercy Hospital and

On January 2, 2016, at approximately 0136 hours, Officer BUTERA provided a general area of 
where he believed he was located when he fired one shot at the suspect. An “X-O” was marked 
on the ground for the officer’s approximate location, and an “X-S” was marked on the ground for 
the suspect’s approximate location. Officer Butera additionally stated that the driver’s side 
spotlight on his vehicle was turned on after the shooting occurred. 

SCENE DESCRIPTION - See Figure 1 

This incident took place in the north end of a cul-de-sac at the 4200 block of 6 th Avenue. Sixth 
Avenue is a two lane paved roadway that ran north and south. The area is surrounded by multiple 
apartment/condominium complexes. The shooting occurred near the entrance of a driveway to 
the Canyon Woods apartments, which was located in the northwest corner of the cul-de-sac. The 
entrance area consisted of an inclined cement ramp, followed by a paved driveway and vehicle 
parking area. The area was illuminated by a street lamp of pole number 21499P72059 located in 
the southwest corner of the cul-de-sac, as well as the outdoor lights of the Canyon Woods 
apartments. 

OBSERVATIONS 

Officer Butera’s assigned vehicle was located slightly east of the entrance of the driveway to the 
Canyon Woods apartments and in the northwest corner of the cul-de-sac. The vehicle was a 
black and white, four door with a hatchback, Ford Police Interceptor with a California exempt 
license plate number of 1465594 and a SDPD number of 7318 SWAT. The vehicle faced 
northwest.

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The vehicle’s engine was on, its driving and parking lights were off, its driver’s side window was 
down, its remaining windows closed, and its doors and hatchback were closed. The vehicle’s 
halogen floodlights from the light bar were on and illuminated the area. The driver’s side spot 
light was on and illuminated pieces of apparent bloody, cut apart clothing that was located on the 
cement ramp at the entrance of the driveway in its southeast corner. An apparent transfer blood 
stain was located on the cement ramp at the entrance of the driveway and east of the clothing. 

A cartridge case was located on the pavement below the east side of the driver’s side front tire of 
Officer Butera’s vehicle. Located on the pavement and south of the cartridge case was Officer 
Butera’s stated approximate location. According to Officer But era, the suspect was located to the 
west of his location and on the cement ramp at the entrance of the driveway. The distance 
between Officer Butera’s location and the suspect’s location was measured and determined to be 
approximately fifteen feet. 

Located on the cement ramp at the entrance of the driveway and slightly east of the suspect’s 
location was an apparent, large, pooled, blood stain with flow downward toward the west curb 
line of the cul-de-sac. Located on the cement ramp at the entrance of the driveway and west of 
the suspect’s location were pieces of apparent bloody, cut apart clothing. 

A butcher knife was located on the cement ramp at the entrance of the driveway and south of the 
suspect’s location. The blade of the butcher knife was measured and determined to be 
approximately eight inches. 

OFFICER’S FIREARM 

See my Firearms Unit Laboratory Report, dated January 05, 2016, regarding the examination of 
Officer Butera’s pistol. It was determined that the pistol was fired one time. 

AUTOPSY INFORMATION 

The following information was obtained from Homicide Detective Beard. The autopsy was 
performed by on January 03, 2016 by Dr. Morhaime. The suspect was struck one time in the 
right chest area. One missile was collected at the autopsy. See Dr. Morhaime’s report for further 
details. 

CONCLUSIONS: 

The evidence from the examination of the officer’s pistol, the crime scene, and the autopsy was 
consistent with Officer Butera firing and striking the suspect one time. 

The location of the cartridge case at the scene was consistent with Officer Butera’s stated

MORGUE SCENE: 


On January 1, 2016, Joshua SISSON was shot and killed after a confrontation with Officer Rick 
BUTERA, ID# 5876 (refer to scene report for details). 

On January 3, 2016, beginning at approximately! 0930 hours, I was a witness to the autopsy of Joshua 
SISSON at the San, Diego County Medical Examiner’s office. Deputy Medical Examiner Doctor 
MORHAIME conducted the autopsy. Fofensic Assistant Shannan WALKER assisted Doctor 
MORHAIME. Crime Scene Specialist, Ally SOUTHERLAND, ID #8841 photographed the proceedings 
and collected evidence. Also present was Crime Scene Specialist Rachel LANGE #8916 was also present 
and witnessed the proceedings. 

The decedent was first observed contained in a white zippered body bag on an examining bay table. The 
bag was sealed with a red tamper proof seal bearing number #2390617. The case was assigned Medical 
Examiner case number 16-0019. 

SOUTHERLAND began taking overall photographs of the body bag in which the decedent was encased. 
Doctor MORHAIME then broke the red seal and exposed the decedent. SOUTHERLAND then took 
additional photographs of the decedent in his present condition and continued doing so until the 
conclusion of the autopsy. 

The decedent was unclad. His clothing which had been collected at the hospital by Medical Examiner 
Investigator BURTON, was contained in three clear plastic bags and consisted of the following items; 
“Wrangler” brand blue jeans, blue striped boxer briefs, one black sock, and a pair of red colored “Nike” 
brand shoes. Present also with the clothing was a black colored balaclava (face covering) and a silver 
colored medallion on a black cord. 

There were numerous items of medical intervention equipment affixed/inserted into the decedent; 
breathing tube, adhesive EKG pads, and femoral catheter. There was also a large sutured incision across 
the decedent’s chest (refer to Doctor MORHAIME’s report for a complete inventory). The medical 
intervention items were removed and discarded. 

The decedent’s hands and feet were covered with paper bags (the right hand, however, was covered with a 
clear plastic “patient belongings” hospital bag- the body removal team apparently ran out of paper bags). 
These items were removed and collected by SOUTHERLAND.

The decedent wore no jewelry and did not have any tattoos. 

SOUTHERLAND conducted fingernail scrapings and collected the matter. SOUTHERLAND also 
collected an oral swab (DNA) and a head hair sample. 

WALKER then washed the decedent. After the decedent was washed, SOUTHERLAND photographed 
the decedent in his present condition. I then began to closely observe the decedent as Doctor 
MORHAIME viewed and examined him for wounds and irregularities. The viewing commenced with the 
decedent’s head and face. 

The decedent appeared to be a Caucasian male consistent with the stated age of 30 years. He was 
approximately 74 inches tall and weighed approximately 180 pounds. He had brown hair and brown 
eyes. His hair length was approximately 4 inches long. He was unshaven. 

The following trauma was noted: 

The decedent’s entire body was viewed by Doctor MORHAIME and me. The decedent had a penetrating 
gunshot wound to his right upper chest, just below and to the right of the nipple. 

The decedent had several areas of abrasions and/or red marks on the following areas; neck, forehead, calf, 
shins, and left shoulder. There were also linear bruises on his left and right wrists (refer to report by 
Doctor MORHAIME for a complete description of miscellaneous scars, marks, injuries). 

During the internal examination Doctor MORHAIME recovered a projectile in the soft tissue of the 
decedent’s left lower back. The projectile injured both of the decedent’s lungs and spine. 

Doctor MORHAIME informed me the cause of SISSON’s death was penetrating gunshot wound of the 
torso and the manner of death was ruled a homicide. 

I concluded my observation of the autopsy at about 1240 hours.

HOSPITAL FOLLOW UP: 


On January 1, 2016, at approximately 2300 hours, I received a call at home from Homicide Sergeant 
Manny Del TORO. Sergeant Del TORO directed me to respond to the area of 4200 6 th Avenue for an 
officer involved shooting investigation. I arrived at the scene at approximately 2345 hours. On January 2, 
2016, at 0009 hours, I attending a briefing conducted by Acting Sergeant Van Pen #5924. During the 
briefing I essentially learned that at 2226 hours, San Diego Police Communications received a call about a 
domestic violence incident in progress. While responding to the call, Officer BUTERA #5876 
encountered the male suspect, Joshua SISSON, at 4200 6 th Avenue. SISSON advanced aggressively at 
Officer BUTERA while armed with a knife. Officer BUTERA fired one shot at SISSON striking him in 
the chest. Medics arrived at the location and transported SISSON to Scripps Mercy Hospital. 

After the briefing Sergeant DEL TORO directed me to go to Scripps Mercy Hospital, 4077 5 11 ' Avenue, to 
obtain an update on SISSON’S condition and to obtain a blood draw for evidence. 

I arrived at Mercy Hospital at 0037 hours, and entered the Emergency Department. I was directed to 
Operating Room #3, and informed SISSON had been pronounced dead at 0009. I met with the trauma 
surgeon, Doctor K. PECK, and she infonned me SISSON sustained one gunshot wound to his right chest, 
and the bullet penetrated his lung and spine. Doctor PECK also infonned me they did not locate an exit 
wound and she believed the bullet was in the soft tissue of SISSON’S back. 

I inquired about any remaining blood samples from SISSON that I could obtain as evidence. I was later 
infonned that the hospital did have left over blood samples, and they would release them to the Medical 
Examiner’s Office. 

SISSON was inside Operating Room #3.1 waited for the Medical Examiner Investigator to anive in the 
Operating Room nurse’s reception area along with Officer RILEY. 

At 0134 hours, ME Investigator C. BURTON ID #23 anived at the Operating Room reception area. 
BURTON infonned me SISSON was Medical Examiner Case number 16-0019. 

At 0145 hours, BURTON and I entered Operating Room #3, and viewed SISSON. SISSON was laying 
supine on the operating room table. I noticed numerous items of medical intervention attached to his 
body, a gunshot wound to his right chest, and a long sutured surgical incision across his torso. SISSON 
was nude and laying on top of his underwear and pants which had been cut away from his body.

Investigator BURTON collected SISSON’S blood stained underwear and blue jeans and placed them in 
separate bags. We noted no tattoos or scars on SISSON’S body. 

Investigator BURTON obtained SISSON’S red Nike gym shoes, black knit watch cap, and a necklace 
from his patient belongings in the Emergency Department, and vials of SISSON’S blood samples. 

At 0235 hours, the Medical Examiner’s body removal attendant, H. NECOCHEA, arrived in Operating 
Room #3. SISSON’S hands and feet were placed in bags and he was encased in a white body bag. (Note: 
the decedent’s right hand was placed in a plastic hospital “Patient’s Belongings” bag, and no bag was 
placed on the decedent’s head since the Medical Examiner body removal attendant had no additional 
paper bags.) 

At 0247 hours, the body bag was sealed with a red zip-tag bearing the number #2390617. SISSON was 
removed from Operating Room #3 at 0250 hours, and I left the hospital.

magazines (seven cartridge capacity each - Wilson Combat brand ). The capacity of this 
pistol in the “Hot Loaded” condition [one cartridge in the chamber and eight cartridges in the 
seated magazine #1] is nine cartridges.

received with the pistol. Thirty-seven cartridges minus the thirty-six cartridges received with the 
pistol equals one cartridge.

INTERVIEW OF OFFICER RICHARD BUTERA: 


On January 1, 2016, Homicide Team 5 was called out to the area of 4200 6 th Avenue for an Officer 
Involved Shooting. Team 5 learned that at 10:26 p.m., San Diego Police Officers were palled to the 500 
block of Lewis Street in the Hillcrest are^i^ku^DiegcMcMnvcstmat^^al 1 of a Domestic Violence 
incident in progress. The reporting party,dispatchers the suspect, 
Joshua SISSON, threatened him with a knife. Additional infonnation on the case was that the suspect, a 
white male, wearing a black shirt and jeans held a knife up to his boyfriend’s neck. SISSON fled the 
residence on 500 Lewis St. and was believed to still be in the area. 

As the officers arrived in the area, ABLE, the San Diego Police Helicopter Unit advised they saw a 
possible suspect nearby making his way up the hill of 4200 6 th Avenue. As ABLE put out information on 
the suspect, Police Patrol Units started for that location. The first Patrol Officer, Rick BUTERA, arrived 
at 4200 6 th Avenue at 10:36 p.m. and saw the male described by ABLE. Believing this person was the 
suspect from the Domestic Violence Incident on Lewis Street, Officer BUTERA gave commands for the 
male to stop. The suspect turned towards Officer BUTERA and pointed a large kitchen knife at him in an 
aggressive stance. Commands were given to stop and drop the weapon, but the knife wielding suspect 
refused to comply. The suspect aggressively advanced towards Officer BUTERA with the knife. Fearing 
for his safety and the safety of the public, Officer BUTERA fired his handgun at the suspect, striking him 
one time in the chest. 

The suspect was transported to Mercy Flospital where he succumbed to his wounds and was pronounced 
deceased early on Saturday morning January 2, 2016. A large kitchen knife was found at the scene next to 
the suspect. 

A preliminary investigation revealed the suspect was wanted for a parole violation and he had a violent 
criminal history that included an attempt murder conviction in 2009. 
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Officer BUTERA was not injured and video of the incident was captured on his body worn camera as well 
as on ABLE video. 

After the briefing was concluded, I was informed SISSON died as a result of his injury at 0009 hours. 

At approximately 0136 hours, Officer Rick BUTERA returned to the scene and provided a safety walk¬ 
through for Detectives BEARD and Criminalist Bill LOZNYCICY to account for all of the evidence 
associated in this case and ensure there were no other potential injuries as a result of the gunfire. Officer 
BUTERA stated he fired one shot at a male approaching him with a knife. Others present for the walk¬ 
through were Internal Affairs Lieutenant Mike HOLDEN, Internal Affairs Sergeant Desiree SPURLOCK, 
Captain Dave NISLEIT, POA Attorney Robert KRAUSE and POA Attorney Chris KOWALSKI. 

After the walk-through, Officer BUTERA and his attorneys agreed to meet me at the police headquarters 
building for a voluntary statement. Officer BUTERA’s statement is documented in a question and answer 
format below: 

MDT: Manny DEL TORO, Acting Lieutenant - SDPD Homicide Unit 
ST: Shawn TAKEUCHI, Sergeant - SDPD Homicide Unit 

RK: Robert KRAUSE, POA Attorney 

CIC: Chris KOWALSKI, POA Attorney 

RB: Richard BUTERA, Officer - SDPD Western Patrol/2 nd Watch 

MDT: Okay, this is going to be Sergeant Manny DEL TORO, ID #4754. It’s gonna be the 2 nd 
of January 2016, approximately 0303 hours. Here in an interview with Officer Rick 
BUTERA, officer involved shooting interview. Present are the attorneys Robert 
KRAUSE spelled IC-R-A-U-S-E and Chris KOWALSKI, K-O-W-A-L-S-K-I, and also is 
gonna be Sergeant Shawn TAKEUCHI from the Homicide Unit here as well. So Rick, 
just wanted to make sure. This is a, you understand this is a voluntary statement and 
you’re okay. You’ve already met with your attorneys, reviewed video and you feel 
prepared to continue at this point? 

RB: Yes I do. 


MDT: All right. Sounds good. So Rick, obviously we’re here investigating an officer involved 
shooting. Uh, let’s go ahead and start with uh what brought you uh to the area where the 
shooting occurred? 

RB: Okay. Uh this evening I was working downtown overtime as 521 Alpha. 

MDT: Okay. 

RB: Um, I was in the area at Western Division at UCSD Hospital. 

MDT: Ummhmm. 

' RB: Completing a follow-up regarding a 245 stabbing downtown. 


MDT: Okay. 
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RB: Uh, I was getting ready to leave the hospital and I saw ABLE overhead and I picked up 

on the scan that they were working a call with a uh DV suspect who had held a knife to 
their, to his, I believe his girlfriend’s neck. 

MDT; Okay. So uh, you went...you were in the area. Did you come up on the air that you were 
gonna be checking? Uh... 

RB: I sent a message to the dispatcher. 

MDT: Okay. 

RB: Uh, I told her to go ahead and put me on the call because it was only about two blocks 

away. 

MDT: Okay. 

RB: Uh, so I headed over there. What I knew on the call from what I read was that there was 

a, uh it was a white male. The suspect was described as a white male, 6 feet tall, wearing 
a black shirt and blue jeans, kind of a thin build. Uh, it was initially reported that he took 
the knife with him outside. 

MDT: Umm hmm. 

RB: Uh then there was a report I read on there, on my way over there, that he had left the 

knife in the residence. 

MDT: Okay. 

RB: So as I went over there, uh there was...a fire alarm had been pulled. They announced that 

the suspect pulled a fire alarm on the way out. 

MDT: Okay. 

RB: Uh so I initially went to the scene of the call which I believe is gonna be uh it was out on 

Lewis Street. 

MDT: Okay. 

RB: I don’t know if that’s West Lewis, or Lewis there. 


MDT: Umm hmm. 

RB: Initially went there. They had enough units. ABLE was asking for someone to go check 

on the subject that they had climbing up the canyon on the, I’d say that’s gonna be the 
north side of where the scene actually occurred. 

MDT: Okay. 

RB: Um, so I drove over to where they were at. I’m familiar with the area. So when they said 

he was going up the hillside of the 6 th Avenue, uh, 6 th Avenue side on the other side of 
the canyon I drove over there. 

MDT: Okay, and uh they put out, or did they put out a description of uh who they saw going up 
the canyon? 
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RB: All I had was it was a male. 

MDT: Okay. So was that cul-de-sac where you ended up? 

RB: Um, yeah that’s gonna be in the area right there. That’s gonna be 6 th Avenue. 

MDT; Okay. So you’re in the, the north end of 6 Avenue basically if I’m correct? 

RB: Yeah. Initially when I went down to 6 th Avenue off of, I want to say that’s Arbor Street 

if I remember correctly. Um ABLE started guiding me in. Cause at the time it was a, it 
wasn’t necessarily described as that’s gonna be the suspect, but I guess they wanted...he 
was a person of interest 

MDT: Umm hmm. 

RB: Because they saw him leaving the area. 

MDT: Umm hmm. 

RB: Uh ABLE had me take a right turn up to 6 th Avenue, which would be south and then had 

me pull into the apartment complex that was located on the east side. 

MDT: Okay. 

RB: So the whole time ABLE’s guiding me in. They ended up guiding me to the back of the 

building where they had me take another left hand turn. 

MDT: Okay. 

RB: Going northbound and it was a long driveway that ran around the back of the building. 

Um I don’t know the numbers there. I’m sorry. 

MDT: That’s fine. 

RB: Of the building. So they, actually ABLE was giving me the instruction. They’re like, 

‘Okay, he’s making his way back to the street. When you get down there, go ahead and 
black out and you’ll be able to roll up right behind him’. 

MDT: Okay. 

RB: So uh as I.canie around the building, they said, ‘Okay, you should come up to the top of 

the hill and you’re gonna see the guy right up there’. 

MDT: All right. And so you see this person? 

RB: Yes. 

MDT: And then it’s down in the cul-de-sac where you are, right? 

RB: It’s down in the cul-de-sac. What happens is as I crest over the top of the drive coming 

up, because it was coming from a lower, a lower level up to the street... 

MDT: Umm hmm. 

RB: uh, I turn on my flood lights on the new SUVs which, you know, hugely illuminate the 

area. As I do, I see someone walking away from me where ABLE described the suspect 
could be. He was...uh all I could see was blue jeans. He had on like a maroon colored 
hoodie with a hood pulled up over his head. 
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MDT: Ummhmm. 

RB: So I believe ABLE said, ‘Okay, that’s gonna be the guy in front of you.’ Exit out of my, 

my patrol vehicle. Uh, as I’m exiting out of my patrol vehicle, I yell at him and he’s... 
continues just walking. I said, ‘Hey stop!’ It was at that point he turns around and he’s 
got a mask pulled up over his face. He’s got the hoodie, a black mask pulled up over his 
face, and I can see he’s holding a large butcher knife in his...I want to say it was his right 
hand at the time. 

MDT: Okay. 

RB: So I immediately start backing up cause he turns towards me and he takes a fighting 

stance which I know on the tape it’s hard to explain, but he raises the knife up and blades 
his body towards me and kind of puts one hand down... 

MDT: Umm hmm. 

RB: uh like he’s getting ready to attack, so I immediately draw my handgun cause at this point 

he’s armed with a deadly weapon. I am absolutely, you know, know that I’m not gonna 
go hands on with a guy with a knife. 

MDT: Okay. 

1 RB: So, uh for the threat I pulled my weapon. I start backing up. It’s at that point I’m trying 

to turn my camera on. I got a flashlight on one hand, the gun in the other. I’m backing up 
as I’m turning my camera on and I’m telling the guy to drop the knife. Uh, he’s not. He 
takes a step back towards me. Uh, then he turns his body again and he starts walking 
away. So I again address him as I move forward because now he’s walking away with 
this large butcher knife. Uh, you know, I definitely have a fear at that point that 
he’s...may contact someone else and harm them. Uh, call out to him again tell him to 
drop the knife. At that point he turns around again and he had switched the knife in his 
hands and again took a fighting stance and he took about one or two steps towards me. I, 
I want to say the distance is probably about eight feet away and uh I fired one round from 
my handgun. At that point the reason for me firing the handgun was he’s coming towards 
me anned with a knife. I feared for my safety and it was a big knife. 

MDT: Okay. 

RB: You know. There’s no way I’m gonna defend against that any other way. 

RK: Did he say anything? 

RB: Yeah, I’m sorry about that. Um he actually, the first time he turned he said, ‘What are 

you gonna do? Shoot me?’ Uh, and I just gave him some commands. 

MDT: Umm hmm. 

RB: And again, he ignored them until he turned around the second time and came towards me. 

MDT: Okay. Uh what was the distance uh, when the first time you saw him, when you drew 
your weapon? 
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RB: Uh the first time was he was walking actually towards me and I was backing up towards 

the back of my car. 

MDT: Umm hrnrn. 

RB: And I would have to estimate the distance, probably off the front of my bumper, maybe 

five feet. The length of my car. 

MDT: Ummhmm. 

RB: Um, I’m gonna say it’s probably about ten to twelve feet. 

MDT: Okay. And so after you fired your shot, you describe one shot? 

RB: Ummhmm. 

MDT: Uh what, what happened at th^t point? Did he go down immediately? Stay standing or 
what happened after that? 

RB: No, I uh, I fired the one round. He immediately...uh, his knees buckled. 

MDT: Umm hmm. 

RB: He fell to the ground. He dropped the knife. 

MDT: Ummhmm. 

RB: Um, he’s on the ground and he’s screaming. I stood over him for a second to assess, to 

make sure he doesn’t have any other weapons or anything like that. 

MDT: Umm hmm. 

RB: When I was comfortable I put my....I re-holstered my handgun. 

MDT: Ummhmm. 

RB: And started trying to put handcuffs on him, take him into custody. So, he was kind of still 

on his knees at that point and kind of put him down to the ground and try to put handcuffs 
on. And I think the other officer who arrived, Jason TSUI helped get cuffs on him. 


MDT: Okay. Uh had you not fired, uh what do you think uh could have or what have occurred? 

RB: Uh I was absolutely gonna get stabbed. I mean again he took, the second time he took a 

fighting stance again. 

MDT: Umm hmm. 

RB: When I say that, he literally kind of crouched down with one leg and, you know, had the 

knife and... 

MDT: Umm hmm. 

RB: he was moving...at that point he taking steps towards me and I had already backed off 

once on him. 
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MDT: I sec. Okay and at the time he’s coming at you, do you ever recall if he said anything? 

RB: I don’t recall other than the one time when he said, ‘^'hat are you gonna do? Shoot me?’ 

MDT: Got it. Okay. Uh Shawn, do you have any questions? 

ST: Yeah, uh Rick when you, when you got out of the car originally, did you, what did you 

say to him, if anything? 

RB: Uh I remember I told him to stop and I said...and then when he didn’t I screamed at him, 

‘Hey! Stop!’ Uh, that’s when he turned towards me and he had, that’s when I saw his 
knife. Cause when he was first walking away from me, he was walking away and he had 
his hands in front of him. I couldn’t see he had any weapon in his hands. 

MDT: Okay. 

RB: So it was at that point when he turned, when I first saw the knife. 

ST: And so the first.time he bladed towards you, he gets the...you said that you said he did not 

take a step towards you. Is that correct?

I ended 
up cutting his shirt uh so we could assess the, the wound. 

MDT: Ummhmm. 

RB: Uh I went back to my car, got a...the only compression thing I had in there to bring to... 

MDT: Umm hmrain. 

RB: Jason, to give him to put oh the wound and Jason did compression and at that point uh 

there was a canine officer and Jason. Other officers arrived and then I separated myself 
from what was going on there. 

MDT: Umm hmm. 

ST: Okay. 

MDT: All right. And then when ABLE’s putting this information out, are you, or uh telling them 
you’re in the area? Is this going out over Western’s freq as far as uh any 
communications? 

RB: It was all in Western’s frequency. And as I pulled into the area, um ABLE said, ‘For that 

unit going eastbound, when you get to the intersection take that first right’. And I said, 
‘521 Alpha, I’m 10-4’. 

MDT: Okay. 

RB: So. 


MDT: All right. Did you have any knowledge of anybody else in the area, as far as other units 
responding? 

RB: No, the other units as far as I knew were still over on the uh, across the canyon there 

dealing with, dealing with whatever was going on there. 

MDT: Umm hmm. Okay. That actual scene of the DV? 

RB: The actual scene, I’m sorry. 

MDT: Got it. Okay. All right. Bob, do you have anything? 

RK: No sir. 

MDT: Chris, anything to add? 

CK: No thank you. 
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MDT: Rick, anything you want to add? 

RB: No. 

MDT: Regarding any relevant details? 

RB: No. 

MDT: Okay. 

RB: I think I covered everything. 

MDT: All right. Shawn unless you have anything else? 

ST: No I have no other questions. 

MDT: All right. Concluding the interview now. It is going to be 0316 hours. 

After the interview, Crime Scene Specialists (CSS), SOUTHERLAND, #8841, and Rachel 
LANGE, #8916, photographed Officer BUTERA as he appeared in his unifonn at the time of the 
shooting. CSS’SOUTHERLAND and LANGE also took custody of Officer BUTERA’S primary 
handgun to be processed by the firearms section of the lab. His handgun was returned to him on 
Tuesday January 5, 2016.

On January 1, 2016, at approximately 2300 hours, Detective Sergeant Manuel DEL TORO #4754 directed 
me to respond to the area of 4200 6 th Avenue and assist with an investigation related to an officer 
involved shooting. 

On January 2, 2016, beginning at 0009 hours, and after the entire homicide team had assembled, we were 
provided a briefing which was conducted by Western Division Acting Sergeant Van PEN #5924. 

The briefing consisted of a summary of events as they were known at the time. I essentially learned that 
at 2226 hours, San Diego Police Co mmunications receiv ed a 9-1-1 call about a domestic violence incident 
in progress. The reporting party, called 9-1-1 to report that his boy friend, later 

identificdasJoshuaSISSON, had threatened to kill him with a knife. The incident occurred at|HI^HI 
mmammam The suspect fled the crime scene prior to police arrival. 

Patrol Officer Richard BUTERA #5876 was dispatched to the incident and searched the surrounding area 
for the suspect. Officer BUTERA eventually located the suspect on foot at 4200 6 th Avenue. 

SISSON advanced aggressively towards Officer BUTERA, while armed with a knife. Officer BUTERA 
then discharged one round from his handgun at SISSON, striking him in the chest. Medics arrived at the 
location and transported SISSON to Scripps Mercy hospital. 








Witness: 
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At the conc lusion of the briefing, Sergeant DEL TORO directed me to conduct an interview with 
who was the reporting party / victim of the domestic violence incident. I was told | 
was waiting with officers outside of his apartment to be interviewed. 


Beginning at approximately 0044 hours, I walked from the crime scene located at 4200 6 th Avenue to 




Upon my arrival I met in the alcove area immediately outside of the front door to 

his apartment located at ^^^^^^^JTlintroduced myself to and explained the reason for my 

presence and my desire to speak with him. was seated on a folding chair with a neighbor and two 

officers who were comforting him. 

I asked if he would prefer to speak in the privacy of his home about the events of the evening. 

UBQfl told me he would prefer to speak in private and invited me into his home. 

Once I entered the home, I observed signs of a struggle and or disturbance. The freezer door, which would 
normally be attached to the refrigerator, was removed and resting on the kitchen counter. Items appeared 
to be strewn about the carpet of the apartment, and a trundle bed in the living room was moved away from 
the north wall. 


Beginning at 0053 hours, my interview with ^^^^^^ommenced. The interview was audio recorded 
and lasted approximately thirty-six minutes in length. essentially told me the following in 

response to the questions asked of him. 

The injuries on my face are not the result of the altercation I had this evening with Joshua SISSON. | 



I just met Joshua SISSON on December 3, 2015. A friend of mine, whom I only know as 
came over to my apartment and brought SISSON with him. I had met only a few weeks prior 

to December 3rd. left the apartment and told me he would return a short time later. SISSON 

remained at my apartment. never returned and SISSON and I became friendly. I have no 

means of contacting 

Because^^^J never came back to my apartment, I allowed SISSON to spend the night at my place. 
The following day, SISSON left. SISSON called me later that day and told me he was in the area and 
asked if he could return to my apartment. I invited SISSON back over to my home. 

After about four days, SISSON told me he wanted to have sex with me. We started a casual romantic 
relationship from that point forward. SISSON went on to spend the night at my house approximately 
seven times until this evening. 

Aside from the casual sex, I thought we were becoming good friends. We each enjoyed s pending time 
with each other. I knew our relationship was not going to become super serious becausc^mmi 
SHH SISSON, but we did both enjoy the time we were spending together. 
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Everything was going along fine until Christmas. I had a Christmas dinner here at my apartment. I 
had invited a few friends of mine over for the dinner. Nobody in the dinner group knew SISSON, as 
the people in attendance consisted of my friends who were meeting SISSON for the first time. 

At the party, I served eggnog which contained some alcohol. At one point, SISSON became 
intoxicated and his personality changed dramatically. I noticed SISSON had issues with alcohol. I 
literally had to hold SISSON down on the trundle bed and calm him down by comforting him and 
patting him on the back telling him everything was going to be okay. 

It was rather embarrassing for me when SISSON then began to violently scratch at his penis while on 
the trundle bed in my living room in front of all of my guests. SISSON reached down into the interior 
part of his jeans and began to scratch his genitals ferociously like a wild animal. People were looking 
and becoming very uncomfortable with SISSION’s behavior. 

My friends were alarmed by SISSON’s behavior and later told me I was not equipped to handle all the 
emotional issues SISSON suffers from. I know SISSON has been diagnosed by a doctor as suffering 
from bipolar disorder. I know this because SISSON told me about his diagnoses. 

A few days after the Christmas party incident, on December 30 th , I told SISSON that I appreciated the 
time we spent together but he needed to move on. I essentially told SISSON he was no longer 
welcome to stay at my apartment and I no longer wanted to continue seeing him. SISSON left, but he 
returned about twelve hours later, uninvited. 

I allowed him into my home and offered for him to spend one more night at my apartment. I had 
broken the relationship off with SISSON, but he begged me to allow him to stay one more night. 
SISSON said he had nowhere else to go so I told him he could stay one last evening. 

Everything was fine. I cooked us something to eat. He knew I was no longer interested in a romantic 
relationship with him so he slept on the trundle bed and I slept in my bed. 

This morning, we woke up together in the same bed at around 1100 hours. We wished each other a 
happy new year. We did not have sex with each other but he came into my bed early in the morning 
and wanted to cuddle. 

We ate breakfast together and watched a little bit of television at my apartment. I cleaned the 
apartment and had an otherwise ordinary day. SISSON played with my magnetic balls because he is 
fascinated with them. Later in the afternoon, SISSON told me he wanted to walk to Balboa Park and 
meditate. SISSION then left for about an hour and a half. 

When SISSON returned to my home he seemed a little bit agitated. His speech was rapid and he 
seemed different. I believed he had probably gone to Balboa Park and smoked methamphetamine 
because that is what most of the young homeless guys do around here. 

This evening, we ate dinner and I went into my bedroom and began reading a book. While reading, I 
heard an explosion in the living room and kitchen area. I would estimate the explosion occurred about 
fifteen minutes before I called 9-1-1. 
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I left my bedroom to investigate the commotion and found SISSON going crazy. He had ripped off 
the freezer door to my refrigerator and began slamming the trundle bed against the floor repeatedly. 

I asked SISSON, “What are you doing?” SISSON started talking gibberish. He was saying 
something about Paganism and Japanese cartoon stuff. SISSON then retrieved a knife from his right 
front pants coin pocket. SISSON then flipped the blade and open into the locked position. I had seen 
SISSON with this particular knife in the past and knew him to frequently carry it. 

SISSION then held the knife up to my throat (indicating below his chin) and told me he wasn’t happy 
with the way in which the situation (relationship) had gone and told me he was going to kill me. We 
were both standing in my living room facing each other during the time as the knife was held against 
my throat. 

I told him to please put the knife down and calm himself. I was not expecting this to happen at all. 
The knife is right there (indicating) on the computer desk table right now. 

I explained to SISSON that he needed to calm down and decompress. I further explained to SISSION 
that as a result of the loud noises and banging going on, someone in the apartment complex had most 
likely already called the police. 

SISSON then set the knife down and began choking me with his hand placed against my throat. I kept 
telling SISSON to calm down and explained to him that the police were probably on their way and he 
should leave now. I was holding my phone in my hand while he was choking me. We were both 
standing as he was choking me with one of his hands. 

Eventually SISSON stopped choking me. Once he stopped choking me, SISSON fell to the living 
room floor and began screaming, “Kill me! Kill me!” I did not push SISSON, he just flopped 
himself down onto the floor and began yelling for me to kill him. 

I told SISSON the police were probably coming and I advised him to leave. SISSON then agreed he 
should leave. SISSON put on some clothing and began to walk out of my apartment. As soon as 
SISSON walked out through the front door, I immediately shut and locked the door behind him and 
called the police. 

Moments later, while I was on the phone with police dispatchers, SISSON returned to my apartment 
and softly began knocking on my front door. I refused to answer the door. SISSON never said 
anything to me while he knocked on the door. A few moments later I heard loud banging and 
crashing in the alcove area immediately outside of my apartment. Then I heard the fire alarm to the 
apartment complex activate. Obviously SISSON pulled the fire alarm. (Of importance, the fire alarm 
which was manually activated was just feet frorn^^^^^^^ front door. The fire alarm was reset by 
San Diego Fire Department personnel prior to my arrival to the complex) 

I told the dispatchers SISSON was armed with a knife and had threatened my life. The only reason I 
was not harmed is because I was successful in talking SISSON down. I just kept telling him to calm 
down and decompress. 
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All of SISSON’s belongings are on the chair in the living room. That is his backpack and clothing 
(indicating) and the knife he used to threaten me with is right there on the computer table (indicating) 
next to the knife. The only medications I know SISSON takes are over in my bathroom (indicating).

Yes, I also know SISSON to carry a secondary knife. That knife would best be described as a black 
handled kitchen knife. Two days ago, when he returned to my apartment after I had broken up with 
him, he was teary-eyed and apologizing to me. SISSON then pulled out this particular knife from his 
backpack and told me he had recently found it. SISSON wanted to show me how shaip the knife was. 
SISSON then showed me some of his Wicca and Pagan books. 


That kitchen knife does not belong to me and it did not come from my apartment. I wasn’t nervous or 
uncomfortable when he showed this particular knife to me a few days ago. SISSON just wanted to 
show the knife to me that he had found. He really wanted to show me how sharp the blade to the 
knife was. 


During our relationship SISSON talked with me about his difficult childhood, but he never talked 
about being suicidal. 

I like my boring life with my boring books. I want my boring life back. I don’t want this drama. 

I did not hear the gunshot, although I think SISSON was shot down the street from where I live.. I 
have seen some news clips already about the shooting on television. 

-Interview concluded 

At the conclusion of my interview withH^^^fll collected the items he had identified as belonging to 
SISSON which were inside of his a partment. I collected a few clothing items, a backpack, a notebook, 
the knife used to threaten the life and SISSON’s vitamins and ear infection medication. I 

later impounded those items at police headquarters. 


In reviewing SISSON’s papers and documents found inside of the backpack identified as belonging to 
SISSON, I located prescription medication paper work dated June 14, 2014. The prescription was for 



At the conclusio n of the interview with I met with the 

I9EHHBIBH- My purpose for meeting witli^^^^^l in her office at the ground level of the complex 
was to review and obtain potential surveillance footage from the complex and to determine its evidentiary 
value. 
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iHHESnformed me she was unwilling to allow me to review or obtain the f ootage, whi ch included 
fifteen surveillance cameras on the property without a subpoena. I explained toat I do not 
have subpo ena powers and the only other legal remedy I could pursue would be a search warrant. 
NNBMfl requested I first obtain a warrant requiring her to relinquish the footage to law enforcement 
before she would allow review of the items.

- A group of people united or classified together on the basis of common history, 
nationality or geographical distribution < the Spanish race. 

- The sacred a lp habet used by those who follow the religion Asatru/Norse/Germanic) 

- Seasonal festivals. The eight (8) most commonly practiced by Wiccans are Samhain 
Yule, Imbolc, Ostara, Beltaine, Litha, Lughnasadh and Mabon. 

- Ancient people of Sarmatia - the ancient region of Eastern Europe between the 
Vistula and Volga (in present day Eastern Europe, N/E of the Black Sea).

On January 1, 2016, at approximately 2300,hours, I received a call at home from Homicide Sergeant 
Manny Del TORO. Sergeant Del TORO directed me to respond to the area of 4200 6 th Street for an 
officer involved shooting investigation. I arrived at the scene at approximately 2345 hours. On January 2, 
2016, at 0009 hours, I attending a briefing conducted by Acting Sergeant Van Pen #5924. During the 
briefing I essentially learned that at 2226 hours, San Diego Police Communications received a call about a 
domestic violence incident in progress. While responding to the call, Officer BUTERA #5876 
encountered the male suspect, Joshua SISSON, at 4200 6 th Avenue. SISSON advanced aggressively at 
Officer BUTERA while aimed with a knife. Officer BUTERA fired one shot at SISSON striking him in 
the chest. Medics arrived at the location and transported SISSON to Scripps Mercy hospital. At the 
conclusion of the briefing, I was assigned by Sergeant DEL TORO to conduct witness statements.

He was then transported to Scripps Mercy Hospital where despite aggressive resuscitative efforts, his death was 
pronounced.

Antemortem Events: 

On January 02, 2016 at 0124 hours, I learned the following information during a personal interview with San 
Diego Police Detective D. Burow, while at Scripps Mercy Hospital. The decedent had currently been residing 
with a friend named On the evening of January 01, 2016 

the decedent suddenly became agitate d and grabbed a knife from the kitchen and eventuality held it up to IS 
neck. After^^^^^^^|was able to break free, the decedent left the home. He returned soon after 
and was trying to gain entry back into the home however it was now locked. At 2226 hours, 
called 9-1-1 and officers were sent to the location. A San Diego Police Department air unit was also sent t o the 
location an d it was able to find the decedent in the 4200 block of 6 th Avenue which was just to the north H 
jSBMBI home. Officers were then guided in to where the decedent was and when they encounter him, he 
produced a knife and charged at the officer(s). After verbal commands for him stop were ignored, an officer 
shot the decedent causing him to fall to the ground. At 2238 hours, dispatched was notified of “shots fired” and 
fire department personnel were sent to the location. The decedent was then found with a gunshot wound and 
transported to nearby Scripps Mercy Hospital. 

According to medical records from Scripps Mercy Hospital, the decedent arrived in their Emergency 
Department at 2301 hours, with a single gunshot wound to his right chest with no exit wound. An emergent 
thoracotomy was performed in Trauma Unit and then he was sent to the Operating Room (OR) for further 
exploration. During the procedure, his condition declined and life-saving measures were initiated. Despite 
aggressive resuscitative efforts, his death was pronounced in the OR on January 02, 2016 at 0009 hours. 

Past Medical, Surgical, and Social History: 

The decedent had no known medical history. 

Scene Description: 

The incident occurred in the 4200 block of 6 th Avenue in the city of San Diego. He was then transported to, and 
later pronounced dead while at Scripps Mercy Hospital located at 4077 Fifth Avenue. On January 02, 2016 at 
0124 hours, I arrived at Scripps Mercy Hospital where I found the decedent alone and detached from all 
medical devices, in Operating Room number 3.1 did not view the incident location. 

Body Description: 

While at Scripps Mercy Hospital, I viewed the decedent in the presence of Detective Burow as he was initially 
found lying partially covered by a hospital sheet atop an Operating Room tablet. Upon removal of the covering, 
his nude body was viewed in a supine position. Items of medical intervention included an endotracheal tube, 
cardiac morning pads and intravenous access into both anus. His flaccid body was warm to the touch with 
areas of blanching lividity forming in the posterior aspect. A circular wound was found on his chest near his 
right nipple. Traveling across his chest below the nipple line was a sutured surgical incision. A copious 
amount of blood was found near both defects as well as under his body. Due to the amount of blood, it was 
lifficult to assess for further injury. For a complete body description, refer to the autopsy report. 
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Following my evaluation, a yellow identification band was placed on his ankle. He was then placed into a new 
white vinyl pouch by 92-Mike personnel H. Necochea with a red tamper evident seal number 2390617 attached 
and transported to the Medical Examiner’s Office.

The decedent was identified to me visually by Detective Burow upon my arrival at Scripps Mercy Hospital. 

Antemortem Specimens: 

While at Scripps Mercy Hospital, I collected three vials of antemortem blood samples and placed them into the 
secure investigations refrigerator.

AUTOPSY SUMMARY : 

I. Penetrating gunshot wound of the torso, with:

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OPINION : According to the Investigator’s Report, the decedent was a 30-year-old man 
who was at a friend’s home on the evening of 1/1/16, when he reportedly became violent 
and grabbed a knife. After briefly leaving the residence he returned, and 911 was called. 
When officers arrived he charged at them with a knife, and when he refused to stop he 
was shot. He was transported to the hospital where aggressive resuscitative efforts 
included thoracotomy. Multiple injuries of the right lung were noted, with wound track 
reportedly proceeding through thoracic spine and into the left side of the chest. Blood loss 
was described as “massive,” with hemorrhagic shock and resultant intraoperative death. 
The decedent’s past medical history is unknown. 

The autopsy examination showed a normally developed adult man with evidence of recent 
therapeutic and resuscitative efforts including an open thoracotomy and wedge resection 
of the middle lobe of the right lung. There was a penetrating gunshot wound of the torso, 
with entrance at the right anterolateral chest, perforations of right lung, perforation of spine 
(at Til, with underlying spinal cord intact and unremarkable), perforation of left lung, and 
projectile lodged in the subcutaneous soft tissues of the left side of the back. There was 
350 ml of blood in the right pleural cavity and 50 in the left. There were no additional 
internal injuries. There were minor ecchymoses and abrasions noted on the skin of the 
head, torso, and extremities, some of which appeared to be therapy related. No significant 
natural disease was noted. Toxicological testing of antemortem blood detected 
methamphetamine (0.23 mg/L) and amphetamine (0.05 mg/L). 

Based on the information available at the time of this report, including the autopsy findings 
and results of ancillary testing, the death is attributed to gunshot wound of the torso, and 
the manner of death is classified as homicide.

CLOTHING AND PERSONAL PROPERTY : The body is unclad when received. 

Separately received in three clear plastic bags (sticker labeled “TRAUMA,D0009-16”) are 

the following items: 

• One black knit balaclava. 

® Black cord necklace with gray metal medallion (with Hebrew writing). 

® One pair of red and black sneakers (Nike brand, size 13). A black sock with gray 

heel is in the left shoe. 

® Blue-striped boxer brief-type underwear (Jockey, size M). There is blood-staining 
at the posterior waistband region and the briefs have been cut by emergency 
responders. 

• Blue denim jeans (Wrangler brand, size 34 x 34). There is blood-staining near the 
waist and leg regions and the jeans have been cut by emergency responders. 

There are paper bags secured over the left hand and both feet. A clear plastic bag labeled 

“Patient Belonging Bag” is secured on the right hand. There is no bag secured over the 

head. 

EVIDENCE OF MEDICAL THERAPY : 

® The body is received on a blue sling and a blood-stained white sheet. Two blood¬ 
stained white hospital blankets are placed over the body. 

• Endotracheal tube with external fixation device (comment: properly positioned on 
subsequent internal examination).

® Two identification bands on right wrist (1 white and 1 yellow, both labeled 

“TRAUMA,D0009-16”). 

• A blue fabric tourniquet is loose in the body bag. 

• Pulse oximeter monitor bandage on right ring finger. 

® Right antecubital fossa vascular catheter (unattached to fluid). 

• Vascular catheter, left antecubital fossa (attached to near-empty bag of normal 
sodium infusion). 

® Vascular catheter, right femoral region (attached to near-empty 1 L bag of normal 
sodium infusion, near-empty single unit of A+ red blood cells, and near-empty unit 
of A+ plasma). 

• Gauze over recent needle puncture site at anterior left arm. 

® Vascular catheter, radial aspect of left wrist (attached to 500 ml bag of normal 

sodium infusion). 

POSTMORTEM CHANGES : The body is well preserved and has not been embalmed. 

( There is marked rigor mortis of upper and lower extremities, neck, and jaw. Lividity is 

faintly present over posterior surfaces of the body, where it is pink and blanches only 
minimally with pressure. The body is cold (refrigerated). There is slight green discoloration 
over the right lower quadrant of the abdomen. 

EXTERNAL EXAMINATION 


The body is that of a normally developed, well-nourished, average-framed, 74 inch, 180 
pound man whose appearance is consistent with the given age of 30 years. 

The scalp hair is straight, brown and measures up to approximately 4 inches in length at 
the top of the head. The mustache and beard hair is shaven (short stubble). The nose 
and facial bones are intact on palpation. The ears are normally formed. No piercing sites 
are visible. The eyes have brown irides and the conjunctivae are without hemorrhage, 
petechiae, or jaundice. The nose is normally formed, and the nares are clean and 
unobstructed. The oral cavity has natural teeth in good repair and there are two foci of 
drying superficial abrasion at the right sides of the upper and lower lips (up to 3/8 inch 
greatest dimension) (comment: consistent with effects of resuscitative efforts). 

There are no specific scars on the neck. 

The chest is normally formed, symmetrical, and without palpable masses. The abdomen 
is flat and soft; no masses are palpable. The surface of the back is free of lesions. 
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The upper extremities are normally formed. There is a recent needle puncture site at the 
right antecubital fossa and a recent needle puncture site (with surrounding faint, 2 inch 
area of green ecchymosis) on the dorsum of the right hand. There is a recent needle 
puncture site (with faint surrounding 1-1/2 inch area of green ecchymosis) on the anterior 
left arm; recent needle puncture site at the left antecubital fossa (with 1/4 inch pink 
ecchymosis); and recent needle puncture site with 1-1/2 inch pink ecchymosis at the radial 
aspect of the left wrist. No track marks or ventral wrist scars are noted. The fingernails 
are short and unremarkable. 

The lower extremities are normally formed and have no edema, amputations, or deformity. 
There is a recent needle puncture site at the right femoral/inguinal region. The toenails 
are short and unremarkable. 

The external genitalia are those of a normal circumcised adult man, with both testes 
palpable in the scrotum. 

TATTOOS: None seen. 


INJURIES. EXTERNAL AND INTERNAL 

There is a single penetrating gunshot wound of the torso and there are minor blunt force 
injuries of the remainder of the body, which will be subsequently described below. 

Directions are stated with reference to the standard anatomical planes with the body 
measured in the horizontal position. 

A. PENETRATING GUNSHOT WOUND OF THE TORSO : 

1. ENTRANCE : A gunshot entrance wound of the right anterior chest is 
located approximately 17 inches from the top of the head, 6 inches right of 
midline and 1-1/4 inch lateral (and slightly inferior) to the right nipple- 
areolar complex. There is a surrounding 2 x 1 inch area of faint pink 
ecchymosis. The defect itself is a 3/4 x 1/2 inch ovoid perforation with a 
dried, less than 1/16 inch abrasion margin at all borders. There is no 
fouling or stippling on the adjacent skin. The overlying article of clothing is 
not received. 

2. TRACK : After perforating the skin and soft tissue of the right side of the 
chest, the bullet proceeded into the chest cavity. There is fracture of the 
anterolateral aspect of right rib 5, with comminuted fracture fragments and 
internal beveling visible on the interior surface of the rib. There is a 3 x 2 
inch area of surrounding chest wall hemorrhage. It is noted that the 
decedent is status post thoracotomy with 12 x 1 inch, open, horizontal 
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thoracotomy incision below the bilateral 5th ribs. After entering the right 
pleural cavity the bullet proceeded through the right lung, producing a 1- 
1/2 inch diameter perforating wound track through the right lower lobe 
(with surrounding hemorrhage up to 4 inches in diameter), and then 
proceeded to injure the right middle lobe, where there is a 1-1/2 inch 
defect (with surrounding 3 inch area of hemorrhage) and adjacent 5 inch 
staple line (site of apparent attempted wedge resection), both at the 
medial border of the middle lobe. There is 50 ml of blood in the right 
pleural cavity. The bullet then proceeded through the spine at the level of 
Til. Examination of the spinal canal at this level showed mild epidural 
hemorrhage, but no significant subdural hemorrhage and the cord is intact 
without areas of softening or visible contusion. The bullet then proceeded 
through the left pleural cavity, producing a 1 inch wide wound track 
through the anterolateral left lower lobe (with surrounding 4x3 inch area 
of intraparenchymal hemorrhage). There is 350 ml of blood in the left 
pleural cavity. The bullet then proceeded into the subcutaneous soft 
tissues of the left side of the back, below the lower border of the posterior 
aspect of left rib 9 (with focal fracture of that rib and external beveling 
visible at the lower border of the bone). There is marked atelectasis of the 
lungs and moderate aspiration pattern (most notable in both lower lobes.) 
There is moderate tissue destruction along the bullet track. 

3. SITE OF LODGMENT : The site of lodgment is in the subcutaneous soft 
tissues of the left side of the low back, located approximately 19-1/2 
inches from the top of the head and 3 inches left of midline. 

4. COURSE AND DIRECTION : The direction of this bullet is from right-to- 
left, front-to-back, and slightly downward. 

5. BULLET : The bullet recovered is markedly deformed, fully copper- 
jacketed and of apparent large caliber. It is photographed and submitted 
to evidence. 

MINOR BLUNT FORCE INJURIES OF THE REMAINDER OF THE BODY 


Minor blunt force injuries on the head include a punctate focus of erythema on the right 
side of the tip of the nose and four irregular foci of erythema on the left side of the 
forehead, above the left eyebrow and in the left eyebrow (up to 1/2 inch in greatest 
dimension). There are four foci of irregular and linear erythema on the left cheek 
(ranging from punctate up to 1/8 inch in greatest dimension). There is a 2-1/2 x 1 inch 
area of irregular, dried abrasion at the right-central inferior surface of the chin extending 
to the right central anterior neck. There is a 1/2 inch focus of very faint pink erythema 
on the right cheek. There is a 1/8 inch irregular abrasion on the pinna of the left ear. 
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In addition to the findings previously described, the anterior aspect of the torso has a 
1/2 inch area of irregular, very superficial abrasion at the lateral border of the left nipple- 
areolar complex and two ovoid abrasions (up to 3/8 inch in greatest dimension) 
(comment: consistent with effects of therapy) at the left axilla. There is a 1 inch pink 
ecchymosis on the left buttock. 

The right upper extremity has multiple linear and curvilinear pink ecchymoses (up to 1- 
1/2 inch in greatest dimension and with focal abrasion) extending across the dorsum of the 
wrist to the ventral/radial aspect of the wrist (comment: consistent with markings from 
handcuff). There is a 2 x 1 inch faint pink and brown ecchymosis on the dorsum of the 
hand; 1 inch pink ecchymosis on the dorsum of the hand; 1/16 inch abrasion over distal 
interphalangeal joint of right pinky finger; and less than 1/16 inch punctate abrasion on the 
dorsum of the index finger. 

The left upper extremity has a 2 x 1 inch irregular abrasion at the anterior shoulder; 1/2 
inch faint pink ecchymosis on the anterior arm; several curvilinear pink ecchymoses (up to 
1-1/2 inch in dimension) (comment: consistent with handcuff markings) on the dorsal wrist; 
few pink ecchymoses (up to 1/8 inch in greatest dimension) scattered over the dorsum of 
the hand; and a 1/8 inch pink ecchymosis over the proximal interphalangeal joint of the 
ring finger. 

The right lower extremity has four pink ecchymoses (up to 3/8 inch in greatest dimension) 
scattered over the knee and anterior shin. 

The left lower extremity has a 1/4 inch ovoid, pink ecchymosis at the inferolateral border 
of the knee; 1/8 inch superficial abrasion on the proximal anterolateral shin; and several 
ovoid and irregular, pink ecchymoses (up to 2-1/2 inch in greatest dimension) extending 
down the anterior shin. 

These injuries above, having been described, will not be repeated. 

INTERNAL EXAMINATION 


BODY CAVITIES : See “Injuries” above. The organs are in their normal situs. The pleural 
cavities contain blood as previously described. The peritoneal cavity contains physiologic 
amounts of tan serous fluid. There are no significant adhesions within body cavities. 

CARDIOVASCULAR SYSTEM : The heart weighs 350 grams, appears normally shaped, 
and has a normal distribution of right dominant coronary arteries without significant 
atherosclerotic stenosis or recent thrombus. There is an approximately 2x2 inch area of 
very faint petechiae over the anterior left ventricle. There is no recent thrombus. The 
myocardium is red-brown, firm, and uniform without focal fibrosis, softening, or hyperemia. 
The ventricles are not dilated or hypertrophied. The right ventricle, left ventricle, and 
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interventricular septum measure 0.6 cm, 1.4 cm, and 1.4 cm, respectively. The 
endocardium is intact, smooth, and glistening. There is a 4 x 2 cm area of minimal 
endocardial hemorrhage at the left side of the interventricular septum. The cardiac valve 
leaflets are of normal number, pliable, intact, and free of vegetations. The atrial and 
ventricular septa are free of defects. The aorta follows its usual course and has minimal 
atherosclerotic streaking. There are no vascular anomalies or aneurysms. The vena 
cavae and pulmonary arteries are without thrombus or embolus. 

RESPIRATORY SYSTEM : See “Injuries” above. The right and left lungs weigh 340 and 
290 grams, respectively, and have the usual lobation. The pleura are smooth and 
glistening; the lungs have minimal anthracotic pigment. The lungs are markedly atelectatic 
and have injury as previously described. The parenchyma is red-purple and exudes 
minimal fluid. The lungs have no consolidation, infarct, tumor, gross fibrosis, or 
enlargement of airspaces. The bronchi are unremarkable. 

HEPATOBILIARY SYSTEM : The liver weighs 1750 grams. The intact capsule is smooth 
and glistening. The parenchyma is red-brown and uniform without mass, hemorrhage, 
yellow discoloration, or palpable fibrosis. The gallbladder contains an estimated 3 ml of 
bile and no stones. Its mucosa is uniform and the wall is not thickened. 

The pancreas has a normal size, shape, and lobulated structure. The parenchyma is pink- 
tan, firm, and uniform. 

HEMOLYMPHATIC SYSTEM : The spleen weighs 160 grams. The capsule is smooth 
and intact. The parenchyma is maroon, firm, and uniform. There is no enlargement of the 
lymph nodes in the neck, chest, or abdomen. 

ENDOCRINE SYSTEM : The thyroid gland is not enlarged, and the lobes are symmetrical. 
The parenchyma is uniform, firm, and red-brown. The adrenal glands have the usual 
golden cortical ribbon and unremarkable medullae. The pituitary gland is unremarkable. 

GASTROINTESTINAL SYSTEM : The esophagus and gastroesophageal junction are 
unremarkable. The stomach contains approximately 250 ml of nondescript, tan-brown 
liquid with fragments of partly digested food material, but without visible pills or pill residue. 
The gastric and duodenal mucosae are intact and unremarkable. The small and large 
intestines are unremarkable to inspection and palpation. The appendix is present and 
unremarkable. 

GENITOURINARY SYSTEM : The right and left kidneys weigh 120 and 130 grams, 
respectively, and have a normal shape and position. The cortical surfaces are smooth. 
The kidneys have the usual corticomedullary structure without tumors or cysts. The 
pelves and ureters are not dilated or thickened. The bladder contains approximately 10 ml 
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of clear yellow urine. The mucosa is intact, and the bladder wall is not hypertrophied. The 
prostate gland is of average size and grossly unremarkable. The testes are not examined. 

NECK : The cervical vertebrae, hyoid bone, tracheal and laryngeal cartilages, and 
paratracheal soft tissues are without trauma. The upper airway is patent. The tongue is 
unremarkable. 

MUSCULOSKELETAL SYSTEM : See “Injuries” above. Bony injuries are as previously 
described. There are no fractures of the clavicles, sternum, or pelvis. The ribs are not 
brittle. The skeletal muscle is dark red and firm. 

HEAD : The scalp is free of hemorrhage. The calvarium and base of the skull are normally 
configured and have no fractures. The dura is intact, and there is no epidural or subdural 
hemorrhage. 

CENTRAL NERVOUS SYSTEM : The unfixed brain weighs 1440 grams. The 
leptomeninges are glistening and transparent without underlying hemorrhage, exudate, or 
cortical contusions. The hemispheres are symmetrical and have a normal gyral pattern. 
There is no flattening of the gyri, narrowing of the sulci, midline shift, or evidence of 
herniation. The arteries at the base of brain have no significant atherosclerotic changes or 
aneurysms. 

Sections through the cerebral hemispheres have a uniform, intact cortical ribbon and 
uniform white matter. The basal ganglia, thalami, hippocampi and other internal structures 
are symmetrical and without focal change. The ventricles are not enlarged, and the linings 
are smooth and glistening. Sections of the brainstem and cerebellum show an intact 
structure without focal lesions. 
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SPECIMENS RETAINED 


TOXICOLOGY : Samples of chest blood, peripheral blood, vitreous humor, urine, liver, 
and gastric contents are retained for toxicology.

Dear Dr. Wagner: 

Pursuant to Government Code Section 6255,1 am requesting that you withhold the public release 
of the autopsy, toxicology and Deputy Medical Examiner’s Reports in the above case. As you are 
aware, the Homicide Section is conducting an extensive investigation in this death and, as yet, has 
been unable to resolve the case. It is my belief, and that of the investigators, that the public 
release of the information contained in the autopsy, toxicology and Deputy Medical Examiner’s 
reports would seriously hamper the successful resolution of the investigation. 

Homicide suspects frequently communicate with their peers. There is a probability that a suspect 
will reveal information to another party. If this information is of the nature that no prior public 
knowledge was available, investigators could confirm the origin of such information and narrow 
the scope of their investigation. Such items which are not now public knowledge, but are 
contained in the autopsy and toxicology reports, include: 

• location and nature of trauma on the decedent; 

• existence of foreign material on/in the body; 

• presence of toxic compounds 

• number and caliber of weapons.

Additionally, there are facts and observations contained in the Deputy Medical Examiner’s 
report which describe the general crime scene area and the items nearby, including the 
victim’s body and its condition at the time of discovery. The items listed below have not been 
made public by the homicide detectives and the feeling is that if these facts and observations 
were released publicly, such release would potentially harm the investigation. Those items 
which may be contained in the Deputy Medical Examiner’s report include: 

• exact location and position of the decedent; 

• identification of potential witnesses; 

• descriptions of items of physical evidence. 

Most, if not all, of the above areas have been withheld by homicide detectives following the 
investigative maxim that certain facts are known only to the ldller(s) and the investigators 
involved. It is my opinion that the public interest in the release of the above information does 
not outweigh the societal need to withhold this information in the hopes of obtaining an 
unbiased resolution to the complex matter.

I walked to the end of the culdesac and saw that the suspect had been shot one time in the chest. Medics 
were cleared in to treat the male. SISSON was loaded into the ambulance. I rode with SISSON in the back 
of the ambulance as he was transported to Scripps Mercy Hospital. At approximately 2255 hours medic 52 
transported SISSON to Mercy Hospital, we arrived on scene at approximately 2255 hours and SISSON was 
taken to the Trauma room for treatment. At approximately 2333 hours, SISSON was taken to the Main 
Operating Room for surgery. At approximately 0009 hours, SISSON was pronounced dead by Dr. Salem, 
who is the heart surgeon performing the surgery. The medical examiner was contacted and responded to 
the scene.
